Not Enough Attention Is Given to Mat- 


ter by Drivers of Machines—- 


Drain the Crank Case. 


(By H L. THOMSON, Oklahoma Expert. 
ment Station ) 


Not enough a'^ention is given by 


drivers of automobiles to the chang- 
ing of the lubricating oil in the cranfe 
caso. Fresh oil is poured in the crank 
oase from time to time, but no thought 
!•> piven to what happens to this oil. 


The oil breaks down into gum and 


carlion as it wears out, neither of 
whuh wilt lubricate. Pouring fresh oil 
into this mixture simply dilutes it. 
There is also water, which will sepa- 
rate from oil into the bottom of the 
crunk case, as well as dirt and ma- 
terial which will have a tendency to 
clog up the strainer of the oil pump 
and cause serious trouble.

«>n»c should be drained of oil and the 
oil strainer cleaned.

Drain the Crank Case. 


(By H L. THOMSON, Oklahoma Expert. 
ment Station ) 


Not enough a'^ention is given by 


drivers of automobiles to the chang- 
ing of the lubricating oil in the cranfe 
caso. Fresh oil is poured in the crank 
oase from time to time, but no thought 
!•> piven to what happens to this oil. 


The oil breaks down into gum and 


carlion as it wears out, neither of 
whuh wilt lubricate. Pouring fresh oil 
into this mixture simply dilutes it. 
There is also water, which will sepa- 
rate from oil into the bottom of the 
crunk case, as well as dirt and ma- 
terial which will have a tendency to 
clog up the strainer of the oil pump 
and cause serious trouble.
